ALL READY TO 


Thin Is the La*t Day of Spanish Con 


rol Over Cuban Territory. 


Havana, Dec. 31.—Everything; is ready 
sr the evacuation exercises tomorrow, 
nd the great event is awaited with 
.ingrled feelings of enthusiasm, exulta- 
lon and anxiety. Americans are fearful 
ird anxious lest the exultation of the 
Jubans lead to any violence or disorder. 


The Americans are extremely anxious 


that peace and harmony mark the pro- 
ceedings. They wish to avoid any ap- 
pearance c* rejoicing over the Spaniards, 
and with this object In view they have 
discouraged any attempt on the part of 
the Cubans to indulge in any kind of 
"celebration." 
It was at first feared that the an- 


nounced intention of the Cubans to hold 
a "six-days' celebration" would lead to 
serious results, and steps were at once 
taken to try to get them to abandon the 
plan. The efforts of the American offi- 
cers have been successful, and the Cu- 
bans have taken the sensible view of the 
situation. 


The Cuban patriotic committee, con- 


sisting of 150 leading Cubans, lawyers, 
doctors and business men, decided to 
yield without reservation to the wishes 
of General Brooke and General Ludlow in 
the matter of postponing the six days" 
celebration, a;-d has approved a mani- 
festo to the Cuban population of Ha- 
vana, on the lines of General Ludlow's 
reply on the subject of the proposed cele- 
brationc, quoting some portions of it and 
paraphrasing others. 


It is known that Gomez feels that he is 


not treated properly. A letter from him 
was received here yesterday. He ^as 
wiae enough nof. to commit himself fur- 
ther than to say that h'e could not come 
to Havana unless he came as the com- 
mand-er-in-chief of the Cuban army of 
liberation, and if the men who had 
fought with him for three years were 
not good enough to come he preferred 
staying with them.

Wheat, though 
showing a reaction, is higher on the week 
on large export clearances, and other 
cereals are in sympathy. Pig iron de- 
mand grovs. and prices for this product 
and for steel rails, steel billets, plates 
and wire rods are all higher on the week, 
while the volume of foreign demand for 
our 'finished metal products apparently 
Increases as the year draws to its con- 
clusion. 


The reports received as to the year's 


business in all sections of the country 
point to an unprecedented volume of do- 
mestic and export trade, which is re- 
flected in bank clearings that break the 
high record of 1892. The level of prices 
of staples and securities at the close of 
the year is at the highest point reached 
for five years past. Railroad earnings 
exceed all previous years, and finally 
there was a smaller number of failures 
and lower liabilities than reported in 
any year for at least five years past 


These general results in the country I 


at large have been active, too, notwith- I 
standing the outbreak and conclusion of 
a foreign war, and in spite also of un- ! 
favorable conditions in some industries, 
notably textile manufacturing, unfavor- 
able weatiie" early in the year anil the 
lowest price for cotton on record. But 
the close of the year finds an improve- , 
ment even in those directions, and re- i 
turns as to retail trade, and particularly 
holiday business, are strikingly good in 
all sections.

Best reports as to distributive trade 


naturally come from the grain-growing 
sections of the country, which were the j 
first to feel an improvement resulting ' 
from free foreign demand for our cere- | 
als, but indications are not wanting that 
this improvement is gradually perco- 
lating throughout the entire business 
community, and coupled with unpre- 
cedented'export trade in manufactured 
goods, and the fact that we are selling 
$2 worth abroad for every dollar's worth 
we buy, renders possible the gains re- 
ported in distributive trade over 189T, 
ranging from 19 to 4» percent, with like- 
wise good reports from-the: manufactur- 
ing1 centers, excepting the textile in- 
dustries. There is general complaint, it 
is true, of profits not expanding in keep- 
ing with the larger volume of business

Only one larg« city shows a decrease in

Both Feed on Carrion, and the Bird 


and licuxt Often Battle For Their 
Food—FuiryllUe I'luine* That Are 
Lllfht an Air. 
The ugliest storks in the world are found 


in southern Asia aud central Afrion. 
Tholrllash colored brads are only partially 
covered with stiif, wiry feathers, aud 
hanging on the breast they bear u disgust- 
ing uouch, which answers the purpose of 
a crop. 
One of the lurgebt of these storks 


Is the marabou. It stalks about the great 
sandy plains of central Africa with a com- 
posure uud lordly grandour, as if it were 
the most beautiful bird in tho world. Its 
body feathers are of a dull metallic green 
color and its wings aud tail are dingy 
black. Looking at the awkward creature, 
no one would suspect that under Its uu- 
gnlnly wliigB it ci'rrkd tha most exquisite 
and fairvliko little plumes, fiu airy that it 
titkea Ln.i&etfiiln of them to weigh an 
ounce They aro pure white, and so much 
desirud tor trimming that the bird is vig- 
orously hunted by tho natives, who sell 
these dainty feathers to traders for a very 
larjj;e price. 


Huuting the marabou le attended with 


great difficulty, as the bird possesses won- 
derful cunning, and often contrives to 
outwit the most skillful hunter. With 
laughable dignity It measures the ground 
between itself and its pursuer and takes 
very good care not to exhaust itself by too 
rapid flight. If the hunter moves slowly, 
the bird at once adopts an equally easy 
pace, but if the hunter quickens his steps, 
the bird is off likn nn arrow. It is very 
difficult to get within gun range of thin 
calculating creature, but the natives adopt 
a novel means of capturing it, which the 
bird, with all its astuteness, IB unable to 
comprehend and falls an easy victim. A 
tempting morsel of meat is tied to the end 
of a long etout cord, which the skillful 
hunter flings to a great distance, as he 
would a lasso, the bait falling as near the 
fleeing bird as be can aim it. He then 
conceals himself hastily behind a bush or 
crouches low on the sand. The marabou, 
which always keeps its eye on the hunter, 
teeing him vanish, quiutly stops and de- 
vours the bait, when it is easily secured by 
the hunter, who rues toward^it, coiling 
the rope as he goes. 


The marabou feeds on carrion, like the 


vulture. Its throat is very large, and it 
will greedily eat everything that comes In 
Its way. tin the swamps and plains 
around Khartum on the Nile are im- 
mense flocks of marabous, and they are so 
daring as to come to the slaughter houses 
on tbe outskirts of tbe city in search of 
food, and whole ox ears and shin bones 
with hoof attached have been found In the 
crops of specimens which have been killed. 


This bird is a very skillful fisher. It 


haunts the low, marshy islands in the riv- 
ers and lakes of central Africa, with ele- 
phants, monkeys, flamingoes and many 
varieties of birds for its companions, and 
gains its principal food from the water. 
They often go io companies of 10 to 13 to 
fish. Wading in the water, the birds form a 
circle, which they gradually draw togeth- 
er, gathering the frightened flsn in thn 
center of the net, when with their long 
bills and quick movements they speedily 
provide themselves with a hearty meal. 


Although marabou mammas have been 


seen proudly parading round with a 
brood of diminutive downy young ones, 
so shy and retiring is this bird in its do- 
mestic habits chat naturalists have been 
unable to determine when and bow it 
builds its nest. Tho natives assert tbat it 
nests in high tress, but their statement is 
not confirmed. 
* 


In captivity tbe marabou is lord*of the 


inclosure, and In zoological 
gardens, 


where specimens have been confined, no 
other birds, nor even small beasts, dare 
approach the feeding trough until the hun- 
ger of Ibis Impudent bird is satisfied and 
it hrfs retired to the warmest corner for a 
nap. The immense strength of its bill 
makes It a formidable enemy, and when 
fighting for food it will often overcome 
the largest vultures, and wage successful 
battles with beasts of prey.

latitudes of Africa, Persiaaud Syria, while 
tbe spotted species, which is easily tamed, 
and is sometimes called hyena dog, is 
found'in large numbers in the vast plains 
of South Africa.

It has a big bead and a heavy,'shaggy 
ma^e. The hind part of its body is much 
lower than its shoulders and its hind legs 
are short.

arics, and should it lail to find sufficient 
camp refuse to satisfy its hunger, some 
poor donkey is sure to be torn in pieces by 
its terribly strong jaws. 


few animals have been tbe subject of 


so much superstition. In ancient times 
it was believed that a dog went mad if a 
hyena turnot its evil eye upon it, and the 
beast was believed by many r.o be a wicked 
.sorcerer, who went about in human form 
by day and at night assumed the shape of 
a hyena. The poor and ignorant peasant- 
ry of Arabia, even at tbe present day, be- 
lievo in tho evil dye of this beast and uro 
afraid to shoot it lest they should incur 
the wrath of the winked spirit which th»y 
imngine walks the earth in this ugly form. 


The poor hyena, however, far from be- 


ing an evil spirit, is a real blessing to the 
regions it inhabits, as it is a natural scav- 
enger, provided by the kind wisdom of 
nature to clenr the ground of muah lonth- 
EOIIIO and decaying matter, thereby render- 
ing the air sweeter aud purer and more 
healthful. —Exchange.

So commonplace an insect as the little 


ladybird or, as it is often called, the lady- 
bug is something to excite your interest. 
It is constantly seen upon flowers and is 
known by naturalists as coccinella. It is 
a V'iny creature with a bard body like a' 
shell, which is of a deep orange oolor, with 
black or red spots or a sprinkling of 
brown. By looking under a rose leaf you 
will often see a cluster of little amber col- 
ored balls. They are ladybirds' eggs and in 
time will be developed into a flat sis foot, 
ed worm of grayish color marked with yel- 
low. As soon as these worms are hatched 
out they begin to look about for the aph- 
ides, which aro tiny green creatures to be 
found on any neglected rosebush. The 
worms eat thera with great avidity, after 
which they attach themselves to some soli- 
tary leaf, wncre they remain without food 
until they '«ro changed into ladybirds. 


Besides furnishing food for tbe develop- 


ment of th- ladybird, the aphides serve 
a/.other purpose in the economy of nature. 
Tee,, are called the ants' cows. When the 
ants stroke thorn with theur fee/er« th«,y 
exude a pale, sweet, green ;nb*tar.os uuc 
ur.likH hccoy, wnich the ants devour. Tho 
aphites are lazy and never roam from the 
leaves upon which they h<-ve commenced 
tLclr life. 


Four times in 13 days they change their 


coverings before they reach maturity, and 
then they begin with their family cares. 
Some 20 are produced by their parents 
daily, and were it not that the ladybird 
worms devour them in such quantities 
they would soon overrun and kill the 
plants. 


Another Interesting insect is the dragon 


fly, with Its wings of transparent iri- 
descent gauze. It, too, must pass through 
a process of sranslormation before its per- 
fection is reached. At first it is only a 
greenish gray grub, which lives in the 
mud on the margin of the stream. The 
grub crawls from the mud and attaches 
itself too reed with its claws. In a little 
time its eyes become Tory brilliant, tho 
back opens, a head appears, then the body 
and finally the wings, which are closely 
folded, and very soon the dragon fly will 
be able to fly. Dragon fliss lire upon other 
inEectis, and when they are numerous the 
mosquitoes aro said to disappear 
Some 


of them aro very beautiful. Tho wings of 
some are golden green, of others slate blue 
and still others have blaak and blue spots 
upon tbe extremities.—St. Louis Republic.

Board of Survey Will Investigate, by Order ot 


the War Department 


Washington. Dec. 31.—Gancral Kagan 


yesterday received from 
Lieutenant 


Colonel Smith, the commissary officer at 
Chicago, a report made by Armour & 
Co., 
who furnished the army with a 


large part of its tinned roast beef. The 
report was in response to specific inter- 
rogatories r'ram Oeneral JSajtan. 


The report in part says: Our system 


of preparing and putting up our roast 
and corned beef is by the Appert process, 
Invented in 1809. This process has been 
well known to scieniilic inquiry since the 
date of its Invention, but Us commercial 
use by manufacturers and dealers in j 
canned ir.eats may be said to be limited i 
to the past 30 years. Nothing has been ' 
discovered that produces superior re- 
eults. There never has been any com- 
plaint of deterioration of the contents of 
cans put up by this process. We have 
been putting up and selling tinned roast 
and corned beef for the past 25 years and 
have been supplying consumers of food 
products for 
this entire period. All 


grocers and meat markets have these 
poods and have had them on sale during 
this length of time, and no objection has 
been raised to their use by consumers, 
nor has there been any detrimental re- 
sults following their consumption. The 
use of these descriptions of goods is an- 
nually increasing. We have put up dur- 
ing the past 20 or 30 years about 200,000,- 
000 pounds. 


During the past five years we have sold 


to the British government for army and 
navy use, largely in India and Egypt, 
nearly 2."»000,000 
pounds, and to the 


French government within the past six 
or seven years about an equal quantity. 
To the republic of Brazil and to South 
Africa we are now annually shipping 
thousands of tons of these goods. No 
chemicals of any description are used by 
us in the manufacture of either tinned 
roast beef or corned beef. ,No scraps are 
used by us in the manufacture of the 
goods mentioned. Our tinned roast and 
corned beef are manufactured from what 
are called "chucks" and "plates," being 
portions of the animals that are re- 
garded is first-class in every particular, 
and no scraps of any description are pre- 
pared or used in the manufacture of these 
goods. If any small pieces of meat are 
found in a can they are incident to the 
cutting of the original pieces from which 
Its contents are taken, and occasionally 
are neces*arily used to give the proper 
weight. No talloxv is poured into the 
cans by us in the preparation of our 
tinned roast beef; the only addition to 
the natural condition of the beef is a 
small portion of beef jelly 
prepared 


especially for this use, to bind together 
the contents of the nan. 


In reply to your question as to "whether 


any packer who is furnish!; g refriger- 
ated beef to the subsistar ;e department 
has ever or anywhere or to any extent 
used any chemicals of any kind whatso- 
ever in the treatment of the refriger- 
ated beef: whether any chemicals what- 
soever touched the meat itself," we state 
that we are without sufficient definite 
information to ans^\ er your question 
respecting the mode adopted by other 
packers, but for ourselves we state that 
at no time during the past, nor at pres- 
ent, do we use chemicals of any kind 
whatsoever and that therefore the r 
frigerated meat furnished your depart- 
ment could not have been touched by any 
chemical of any description. 
j 


Neither the meat furnished by us to 


your department nor that supplied / 
us for consumption in almost every state 
In the Union, has ever at any time been 
treated by us by any chemical process of 
any kind whatsoever. 


As a result of the Issue between Gen- 


eral lilies and General Egan, concerning 
the quality of the beef supplied the 
army, and on the written request of 
General Egan, the war department last 
night issued a special order for the 
assembling of a board of officers in 
Washington on next Tuesday to inquire 
Iftto trie general subject of the quality 
of the beef supplies, and particularly as 
to the responsibility for the loss of 300,- 
000 pounds of refrigerator beef Kent to 
Porto rtlco, when the expedition under 
General Miles was there. 


The special order is aa follows: "By 


direction of the secretary of war, a board 
of survey is hereby ordered to convene 
at the war department, Washington, at 
10 a, m., Jan. 3, 1899, to examine into and , 
report upon the responsibility for tne I 
Joss of about 300,000 pounds of refriger- I 
ated beef, the property of Swift & Co.,of 
Chicago, to ascertain and report if due 
and proper effort was made to feed tills 
beef to the troops in Porto Rico and 10 
fix the responsibility if due and proper 
effort was not made; to ascertain and re- 
port the character and quality of the re- 
frigerated beef herein referred to; to 
ascertain and report if it was good and | 
fit meat for issue; if It had bear, sub I 
jected to any chemical processes what- ' 
ever, and to report whether or not the 
United States is responsible for the loss 
tf the beef, or who, if anyone, is re- 
sponsible for its loss and whether in its 
opinion Swift & Co. should or should not 
be reimbursed for the beef." ' 


The 300,000 pounds of beef referred to 


was shipppd from 
Newport News to 


Porto Rico about the time that wo .1 
came from General Miles that he hi.d 
supplied himself with fresh beef tak.n 
on the island. The refrigerated be^-f 
made the trip to Porto P.lco and bac ., 
but by the time it reached Montai < 
Point it is iim|pr<:fnnrl to have smiiU 
owing to (hf dolav and consequent lack 
of refrigerating material.

is careless or neglectful. 
But so ic is in 


truth with much good work; It Is oitun 
the nut doing or tho misdoing rather thun 
tbe doing that enforces attention. 


The mere mechanics of proofreading 


anybody can learn who can master tho 
differenced cf letters and fonts, who DBS a 
quick and accurate eyo and who can order 
types aud leads and spaces and punctua- 
tion marks out of disorder and set euch in 
its proper place nnd relation. 


But the mechanics of proofreading arg 


simply its primary elements. To be able 
to epell apd write tbo English language 
correctly, to know something in these 
days ot other languages, at least the mod- 
ern, to have some general knowledge of 
history and biography, to have a memory 
for names and dates, to be able to catch 
•in author when he slips and check bim 
w ben he goes ustray, to remove the stains 
ind smooth out tho creases which some- 
iineH disfigure the best of writing, to bo 
bio to suggest the last touch of polish for 
he pagn in type before it gees to become 
. o papa in print—all this belongs to the 
. ork of tho true and truly efficient proof- 
cader and demands a a combination of 
]ualU??a which it is rare indeed to find in 
^ne person. The first principles of proof- 
reading "any lady can learn," but to be a 
proofreader In the large and distinguish- 
ad sense li the growth of years cf experi- 
snoe and may cull Into exercise almost as 
wide resources of scholarship and almost 
as great versatility of talent as authorship 
itself. It is a position to which any man 
or woman of brains and gifts miyht well 
aspire 
Proofreaders like the late William 


Nichols of Cambridge and like Mr. A. W. 
Stevens of Lexington exemplify what we 
mean. Manyan author c 
.u-eowes more 


to the painstaking and ctaseiess fidelity of 
his proofreader than bo would himself por- 
i.fips be willing to acknowledge, and tho 
teat of riding several mental horses at 
once U by no means the least of thg many 
terms of skill in which the proofreader 
must be an adept. 


All succesi, then, to learners of the nn- 


cient and honorable art of proofreading, 
but let them not make tho mistake of 
supposing that proJioieccy in it is to be 
v;cn in a day.—Boston Literary World.

Hail the goiK-ral belief tbatCaiue dram- 


atized his etory proved correct one of the 
dearatt traditions of the dramatic profes- 
sion—that the successful fiction writer 
must, in the nature of things, be i» failure 
as a playwright—would have received a 
body blow. This tradition is one that has 
caused no end of discussion between writ- 
ers and autcrs in times past. 


Barrett and Howells. 


The late Lawrence Barrett and William 


Dean Howolls once bad a lively, though 
hitherto unreported, discussion of this 
question. 


Howolls, who himself writes plays with 


a literary flavor and would give his eyes 
if one of them could be made a stage suc- 
cess, naturally took the ground that a lit- 
erary man may be entirely capable of 
making plays. Barrets took the opposite 
ground, but sold it was not to the discred* 
it of fiction writers that they could not al- 
so shine in dramatic composition. It was 
necessary, be said, for the novelist to pre- 
sent a series of pictures to the mind of 
the reader and the playwright! must pro- 
sent a series of pictures to bis auditors, 
but the methods used by the one artist are 
necessarily and so radically different from 
tboso employed by the other that it is vir- 
tually beyond the range of any one human 
being's powers to excel in both. 


Most of those who heard the discussion 


agreed with Barrett, but Howells remain- 
ed unconvinced despite the instances of 
dramatic failures by literary men referred 
to by the actor. 
These failures have been 


far more numerous than you might sup- 
pose, and a list of the writers making the 
failures would include some of the great- 
est names in literature. 
Dickens tried to 


be a playwright and failed, though several 
of his novels, notably "Oliver Twist" and 
"Bleak House," were successfully drama- 
tized by others. Tennyson wrote a play 
which he felt sure would enormously in- 
crease his fame and swell bis purse. Per- 
haps the fact that the profits of the suc- 
cessful playwright are so great has had a 
good deal to do with the general desire of 
the literary crowd to write for the stage. 
At all events, the desire has been and is 
almost universal among tha novelists. 


Actors a* PlayTV-right*. 


It was the contention of Mr. Barrett in 


the discussion alluded to not only that 
novelists as a rule could not writs good 
plays, but that the very best playwrigl '"S 
in all ages were men \vho had learned the 
requirements of the stage from having 
trodden its boards 
To this Mr. Howcils 


dissented vigorously, but Barrett quickly 
won his point GO far as those who were 
listening to the conversation were con- 
cerned by instancing the work of one Wil- 
liam Shakespeare, who wroiu several suc- 
cessful plays, among them being one en- 
titled "liaiulet;" Dion Boucicaulfc, a com- 
plete list of whose successful drain a tie 
writings wo'ild almost fill a newspaper 
column; Steele Mackaye, and a host,be- 
sides who have excelled both as play- 
wrights and actors. 


In talking upon this subject not long 


ago in the hearing of the writer Stuart 
Robson warmly seconded the contentions 
o£ the lato Mr. Barrett. 


"Why," said Mr. Robson, "very many 


of tbo greatest dramatic successes of today 
are the work of actors. 
There is 'Secret 


Sol-vice,' by William Gillette, for instance, 
which while not a great draiuatio com- 
position in the sense that the classics are 
ijveat is yet one of the most successful of 
modern dramas. Then there is 'Shore 
Acres,' by Jamea A. Herne, who not only 
wrote the play, but acts Its leading role, 
hi my judgment 'Shore Acres' easily 
leads in quality timoug recent American 
plays, and the leading role thereof is one 
31' the most symmetrical and best devel- 
oped to be found iu any play, whether re- 
:enfc or otherwise. 
I might mention 


'nany others, but it is not necessary." 


It may do no harm just here to remind 


-he reader that, though Mr. Robson's talk 
icre reported took place some time before 
.Vilson Barrett made his claim with re- 
tard to "The Christian," that claim 
.rengthens Bobsou's position materially, 
nice, on this side of the water at least, 
• ilson Barrett is better known as an ac- 
or than as a dramatist. 


Hoyt's First Play. 


Not all the successful playwrights of to- 
ny are or have been actors, however. A 
urge proportion—perhaps the majority— 
.vero newspaper men before they were 
playwrights. Not many common or gar- 
ilon reporters or financial editors or even 
leader writers have graduated from jour- 
nalism into dramatic writing. But the 
way has been an easy one for a let of dra- 
matic critics. 


Charles HOT*, whose plays have yielded 


many thousands of dollars in royalties, 
was dramatic critic on the Boston Post 
when he wro' > his first drama. The story 
of its writing, though probably printed 
before, is curr>us enough to be used as the 
conclusion of this letter.

mother, who had been kno,wn in Rome 
as a singer of some eminence. In time 
the little Patti made her debut at the 
Italian theater in New York, and be- 
fore long such Artists as Alboni, Son- 
tag and even the great Mario himself 
shopped to give a word of admiring 
praise to the ambitious young song- 
stress. On one occasion the then fa- 
mous Grisi was heard by the youthful 
Adelina, who had put together a small 
nosegay for the great diva. Timidly 
she proffered her tribute to the singer, 
who waved her aside with the careless 
words, "Not just now, little girl," for 


her excellent and thorough vocal train- 
ing. 


It was a very beautiful part of her 


life, this love of the singing girl for the 
young Viennese pianist, who had the 
habit of taking her on his knee and 
telling her stories of his beautiful Vien- 
na and old world singers and how some 
day she should be great and sing on a 
Vienna stage. Then, after a short rest, 
came thp actual debut of the girl sing- 
er. In the New York Academy of Music 
in the winter ot 1859 she sang the title 
role in "Lucia di Lammermoor," and, 
although she was but 15 years old, the 
news went far and wide that a new 
star had come to shine within the mu- 
sical firmament. Unlike most child phs- 
nomenons, her voice had not been af- 
fected by her juvenile performances. 
From that day her success was unqual-

By this time both Patti and Strakosch 


realized that, although loving each oth- 
er devotedly, they would never be happy 
as man and wife. As her -Max" laugh- 
ingly said long, afterward, he wanted 


one who would give him nice 


things to eat and sew buttons on his 
shirt. So, under the solicitations of the 
Empress Eugenia, Patti agreed to a 
union with the Marquis de Caux, the 
bearer of one of the oldest names in 
France and equerry to Napoleon III. 
For Patti this was a marriage de con- 
venance. although she and her hus- 
band lived on happy grounds for sev- 
eral years. It was feared when she first 
married that the gifted marquise in- 
tended to retire from the operatic stage. 
Instead of this M. de Caux resigned his 
official position at court that he might 
accompany his wife on ail her profes- 
sional tours. 


In 1867, the year following her mar- 


riasre, Patti electrified Paris with her 
"Juliet" and scored still another success 
with her "Margherita." notwithstand- 
ing the fact that her rendition of this 
part had to -challenge comparison with 
that of many other great singers. 


But though Patti's married life seem- 


?n a manifestly happy one. such was 
not the case. As Handel pointed out in 
one of his letters, she had accumulated 
wealth, she had won fame, but she had 
no one to "suffer for." It seems to be 
the divine right of the artistic tempera- 
ment, with its intense feeling and inde- 
pendent will, to make any effort to se- 
cure the highest happiness in marital 
association.

pitality of a more picturesque or idyllic 
character. 


And now it is announced that the

Patti, the eternally girl 
hearted, is said again to have fallen in 
love, and her approaching marriage to 
Baron Cederstrom of Sweden is an- 
nounced. To those who do not know 
the personality of the diva this will 
come as a surprise. But thnsf who have 
seen hDW she has learnecl the secret of 
perpetual health and with it apparent- 
ly that of eternal youth still look upon 
this chere chanteuse of two hemi- 
spheres as a young woman, for all her 
56 summers, and although the fortu- 
nate Swedish baron Is some 20 years 
younger than his charming fiancee, !t 
is said that Patti is still the younger 
hearted of the two.
